As I anticipated when I saw you last,it will 
be very inconvenient, in fact,almost impossible for 
me to attend the conference of University presidents 
to be held in your University,June lst. I am there- 
fore writing to ask that Dean R.i.Brock,of our College 
of Applied Science, be permitted to represent this 
University.
